It 
is impossible to storo beets iu this 
condition as they would spoil in 
the bins if allowed to lay for any 
length of time. Therefore it is 
necessary for farmers to deliver 
frozen beets as fast as the factory 
can slice them, having only 
days’ supply ahead, according to j 
weather conditions.

Frizes of about 14,000,000 given to 
125 winners, will be (he record of the 
Nobel Foundntkn on (ho occasion of 
Its 25th annual awarding of prises at

Funds of tho foundation now 
amount to slightly over $8,000,000, 
and tho prizes to bo given this year 
will be 118,165 kroner each, or about 
$31,000. Besides tho flvo regular 
prizes of 1025, three wero hold over 
from 1024, namely, the awards In phy¬ 
sics, chemistry and tho peace prize. 

Of the prizes awarded during the 
years 1001 1924 nine have gone to 
America and seven to Sweden. Ger¬ 
many tops tho list with 26 prizes, 
closely followed by France with 21 
and England with 14 awards.

Parties and 
candidates are but the means to an end. but 1J is Canada, its welfare and pro¬ 
gress which should be kept constantly in mind and guide the eye and hand 
when marking a ballot paper in the secret and raired precincts of the polling 
booth. 

True, the candidate be vide whose name you place a cross is your choice to 
represent you In the Parliament of the Dominion for tho next four or five 1 
years. True, tin- election or rejection of that candidate will have a bearing 
on the issue as to which party will be entrusted with the responsibilities of 
government and of formulating th** policies and directing the administration 
of the Dominion. 

But these two issues—tho really vital issues are big enough to call forth 
the exercise of every elector's best judgment unwurpt d by any of the petty, 
inconsequent, yes, altogether unworthy, considerations and motives which, un¬ 
fortunately, are sometimes allowed to sway the feelings of people in times 
of election excitement. 

If you were a shareholder in a large commercial enterprise attending the 
annual meeting of the company* for whom would you vote as ditectors men 
supporting policies which you were confident would result in increased busi¬ 
ness success and larger profits, or would you reject such men for some tri¬ 
vial reason or personal prejudice? Then remember on October 29 that you 
are a shareholder iu the greatest of all great Canadian concerns, Canada It 
wolf, and that you are choosing your board of directors. 

On election day, really vote, and do not Just mark a ballot paper. In 
stead of hurrying into the polling booth and hastily scratching a cross opposite 
n name, stop with pencil poised and ask yourself: What is the best service 1 
ran render my country today?

Tho loss from this disease on tho 
prairies U tremendous each year, and 
there Is no method of combatting It 
by chemical 4 or by cultivation. The 
only way to overcome tho difficulty, he 
said, was to propagate a rust-resist¬ 
ing strain, which would at tho snme 
*!me have characteristics of high yield, 

• nrly maturity and drought resistance. | 

Dr. Saunders pointed out that' 
there are seventeen klnd.i of stem rusi 
on the prairies. Theso are found In 
different districts, though each dis¬ 
trict may be uttackcd by several var- ; 
ietles of rust. To fully study tho dis¬ 
ease, and to originate rust-resistingj 
varieties of vheat. It Is necessary that 
many experimental stations be cstab- 
titlird throughout the threo pralrlo 
provinces. Only by tho expenditure 
of a vast sum of money would tho do¬ 
ored results be obtained. 

Tho famous cereal 1st Is best known 
as tho o: Itclnator of Marquis wheat, 
which Is so popular on tho prairies 
that mere than eighty-five per cent, of 
the wheat there Is of this variety. 
Dr. founders also originated the Pre¬ 
lude and Ruby varieties which made 
posslblo the extension of tlio wheat 
belt several hundred miles further 
north than It had been before. 

The Dominion Government is all 
present introducing two other vurl- > 
eihs propagated by Dr. Saunders. 
These are known as Garnet and Re¬ 
ward. Aft.*r extensive tests they 
have been found to l>o unusually i 
drought-rosDtunt and particularly well 
fMlUJdud. -*o cultivation In dry Rreas.

Growth of Shipping Compels Continual 
Enlarging of Waterway 
Vnlike the Panama Canal, the Sue* 
Canal has no locks. As first con¬ 
structed, the canal had a depth of 26 
j feet. 1*®ter, this was Increased to 30 
;fect; and work now In hand, when 
; finished, will inrure an average depth 
1 of not less than 40 feet. Big steamers 
now passing through the canal draw a 
maximum of 31 feet, and craft having 
a draft of 33 feet will use the water¬ 
way before long. In short, the 
growth of shipping compels the con¬ 
tinual amplifying of the canal’s dimen- 
islons so as to provide suitable leeway

Approve Security Scheme 

Germany’s Adhesion to Mutual 
Guarantee Pact is Announced 

Locarno.—Germany ofllclally an¬ 
nounced her adhetdon to the Rhine 
pact of mutual guarantees framed at 
the security conference here with the 
object of outlawing war. The pact 
will 1 m* signed by Germany, France 
nnd Belgium ns the principal parties, 
nnd by Great Ilritnln and Italy as 
guarantors. 

After the announcement of Gbr- 
many's adhesion the conference at its 
eighth plenary meeting adopted the 
text of the draft security pact. 

The new pact will be known as the 
treaty of Ix>carno and it is probable 
ilia*.it will be signed ln I^ondon within 
two weeks.

A Sack

been derived from a Gallic word which 
meant sack.
